AMERICA AND THE LEAGUE OF 


NATIONS. 


Discussing the position of the United States 
with regard to the League of Nations, The 
Timea says :—Far too much importance has been 
given to the internal political quarrels of the 
United States in our appreciation of the 
situation in Paris. It is quite true that consent 
by a two-thirds majority of the American 
Senate is normally necessary to make a treaty 
binding on the United States, that this consent 
is by no means assured in favour of the 
Covenant in its present form, and that, if the 
project of the League could be inextricably 
blended with the rest of the peace settlement, 
the Senate would find amendment much more 
dificult. But these are not the considerations 
that really tell in the counsels of the Con- 
ference. The Powers in conference are 
concerned with Mr. Wilson, as President of 
the United States, and with the American 
people. We are anxious that the United States 
should complete the work that they began in 
ntering this war, and, while we are grateful 
for their assistance in laying down the prin- 
ciples of the settlement, it would be a painful 
anti-climax if America, after formulating them, 
should promptly disown all responsibility for 
their execution. We refuse to believe that one 
party in the United States seriously contem- 
plates so tame a termination of the great part 
played by America in the war, or will hitch the 
high hopes for: the future that America: has en- 
couraged us to form to the fortunes of one 
political party. It is the American people who

SECOND READING CARRIED. 

In the House of Commons yesterday, the de- 
bate on the motion for tha second reading of 
the Ministry of Ways and Communications Bill 
was resumed. 

Mr. Joynson-Hicks said that what Sir Eric 
Geddes had done was to make out a very. good 
case for the appointment of a Railway Ministeéc.

He had not heard a single speech against the 
inclusion of the roads which would not have 
convinced an impartial listener that the roads 
ought to be included.

POSITION OF THE DOCKS. 

He confessed that a stronger case had been 
made out. for non-inclusion of the docks, but 
even that was not very strong. An unanswer- 
able case had been made for control of the 
docks. It was impossible to control the rail- 
ways properly without also controlling the docks. 
Some members thought that too much power 
was being given to the Minister, but they must 
give Ministers credit for a certain amount of 
common-sense. (Laughter, and cries of 
“Why?”) His right hon. friend could not 
spend any money without the consent of the 
Treasury, and he would find that that was a 


slight clog on his operations. Members 
were wrong if the thought that Sir, 
Eric Gedde ; was going to manage 
everythin fom his fice in Whitehail. 
there would undoubtedly be central control and 


a central policy, but the work of running the 
docks could only be done properly by delega- 
tion to the responsible authorities. He did not 
believe that big local businesses would refuse to 
work with the Ministry. He believed that they 
would serve the national interest as well as they 
served local 
the inclusion of electricity, but he had changed 
his mind. He believed that the greatest saving 
could be effected by the use of electricity on the 
railways, and it was only natural that the men 
who controlled the railways should also control 
the motive power. Power could be conveyed 
along the railways, and used up and down the 
countryside. A proper transportation system 
was the basis of all the Government schemes of 
reconstruction. This was the first part of the 
Government programme, and would be treated 
as a test of whether members meant what they 
said at the election. He had accepted the prin- 
ciple that thev must do things quickly or there 


might be disaster to the country. On that ground | 


he recommended the bill to the House. He 
could not consent to the bill’s being taken 
in Committee of the Whole House. It 
must go to the Standing Committee, because 
the Government had other big bills to con- 
sider.

BRITISH WIVES OF GERMAN HUSBANDS. 

Mr. Shortt, replying to Colonel Burn, said 
that British-born women who had married Ger- 
man husbands would not be compelled to go to 
Germany against their will. In certain cases 
of special hardship such women could, under re- 
cent legislation, be granted naturalisation as 
British subjects. The general question of the 
nationality of married women was under con- 
sideration.

HOUSE OF LORDS, 


In the House of Lords yesterday, 

The Marquis of Salisbury complained that the 
first reading of the Increase of Rent Bill was 
taken on Friday last, when the House was 
sitting for judicial business only. 

The Lord Chancellor said that that step was 
taken so that the House should have ample 
time for the discussion of the bill. It was 
urgently necessary that the bill should pass 
through all its stages, and receive the Royal 
Assent before quarter-day, because a large 
number of tenants had received notice to quit 
on quarter-day, and if the bill did not pass 
before that date they would have no answer to 
an action for ejectment. There were precedents 
for such a course. 

The Earl of Cavan, in uniform, came into the 
House, and was received with loud general 
cheers. 

The Barristers and Solicitors (Qualification of 
Women) Bill passed through Committee. 

The Summons and Process Servers 
(Lreland) Bill was read a second time. 


INCREASE OF RENT BILL, 


The Lord Chancellor, in moving the second 
reading of the Increase of Rent and Mortgage 
Interest (Restrictions) Bill, said that it should 
be borne in mind that these were proposals re- 
commended by the Government, under circum- 
stances conceded to be wholly exceptional, for 
that we were still living under the actual stress 
of war. They were proposals which, in normal 
circumstances, and on economical grounds, the 
Government would never think of making, and 
which the House would be certainly most un- 
likely to accept. The original Act of 1915 had 
not wholly secured the objects aimed at, and 
unless some further provisions were made, 
mischief would be caused, at least as serious as 
that feared when the original Act was passed. 
The Government desired that these artificial re. 
strictions should not be maintained one moment 
longer than was really necessary. If the bill 
passed into law before March , notices to 
quit on that day would be void in respect of 
houses coming under it. 

Lord Parmoor urged the immediate provision 
of more houses, the erection of which had been 
hindered by the meddling and muddling of 
Government officials. 

Viscount Midleton pointed out that there was 
nothing in the bill to prevent exorbitant charges 
being made by tenants who sub-let furnished 
houses. on 

The bill was read a second time. 

On the motion of the Earl! of Crawford, a 
Select Committee was «gree to consider .and 
report on proposals that had been made for im- 
provements in the procedure of the House,

Lieutenant-Colonel Crozier went on 
to say that that wag ‘the first meeting of any 
District Selective Committee under the Appoint- 
ments Department. Ireland was leading the 
way for the time being, and he hoped would 
continue to do so. In the course of a brief 
statement of the Department's objects, he said 
that Mr. Home McCall, while holding a technical 
appointment at the Ministry of Munitions, found 
great difficulty in getting together a properly 
equipped staff for technical work. s a conse- 
quence he arranged the scheme, under which a 
number of officers, who, fom reasons of health, 
were not expected to be fit for general service 
for some mohths, were placed im training av 
Sheffield University. Under that scheme, which 
became known as the “Officers” Technical 
Training Classes,’’ the required staffs were fur- 
nished for the Ministry of Munitions, and the 
officers themselves found benefit to their health 
from the interest of the study. Noting the 
latter fact, Mr.- McCall conceived the idea of 
extending the opportunities of study to various 
courses of preparation for a career and “ re- 
fresher ’’ courses, and a large number of officers 
were enabled to take such courses during the 
period-of convalescence. A littie later a com- 
mittee called the Resettlement of Officers Com- 
mittee recommended that an Appointments 
Board for officers and men of like standing (with 
the necessary provincial organisation) should be 
established under the control of the Ministry of 
Labour to co-operate with the existing Uni- 
versities’ Appointments Boards and other ap- 
proved bodies. The combination of this ma- 
chinery with that of the Officers’ University and 
Technical Classes was the first form of the Ap- 
ri Nois Department. The Department was. 
ater charged with the further functions eug- 
gested by the Officers” Resettlement Committee 
officers and men of similar educa- 
tional qualifications who would require advice 
and possibly assistance, These were specified by 
the Committee in five classes—(a) Those who on 
the outbreak of war had not yet entered upon 
or commenced training for any career; (b) those 
who on the outbreak of war were in training 
for some profession or branch of business, but 
whose training has been interrupted; (c) those 
who, Owing to injuries received during the war, 
have been disabled from returning to their 
original profession; (d) those who, by reason of 
a change in their attitude of mind consequent 
upon their service in the Forces, are unwilling 
to resume their previous occupations; (¢) those | 
who have obtained commissions from the ranks, | 
and should obtain employment in civil life in | 
accord with the position they have attained in | 
the Army. The objects of the Department were | 
defined as follows :—(a) ‘To advise candidates as 
to the career for which they are best qualified, 
and to provide exact information regarding the 
methods of training for whatever calling they 
may select; (b) to bring employers and those 
who seek employment together under the condi- 
tions most favourable to both. Mr. McCall had 
taken charge of the whole of this organisation, ; 
under responsibility to the Ministry of Labour. 
The State had decided to give financial agsist- 
ance to suitable candidates in training, and 
would provide grants for maintenance and fees. 
The District Selective Committee, with its gys- 
tem of Interviewing Boards, would be respon- 
sible for seeing that these grants were properly 
didates were suitably 
chosen and helped to the best choice of a career 
and the best training for it. Candidates for 
training which would be classed as higher edu- 
cation would be dealt with by the Irish Office 
through Professor Waterhouse. Candidates for 
agriculture and technical instruction would be 
dealt with by the Department of Agriculture 
and Technical Instruction. e Committee 
would be asked to deal with candidates for all 
training outside the scope of the ‘foregoing 
classes. They would also be asked to consider 
the training vacancies offemed by firms for the 
training of such candidates. There were al- 
ready almost 20,000 applications for training, 
and about 6,000 candidates actually in training 
under the various schemes. In conclusion. Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Crozier asked members of the 
Committee to use their influence throughout 
their professions and industries to obtain oppor- 
tunities for candidates. The Department was 
doing its best to put candidates in touch with 
suitable employment. 
he Committee then proceeded to appoint a 
General Interviewing Board to deal with candi- 
dates who had not decided as to a career, and 
also special Interviewing Boards for particular 
groups of professions and occupations. It was 
stated that a large number of applications was 
ready for the attention of these Boards. Times 
of meeting and other details having been 
setiled, the Committee adjourned to the lst

Bin —Mr. W. G. Hill, of the Irish Brewers’ 
Association, misses the point of the grievance 
under which brewers in Great Britain have to 
carry on their business. There is no desire 
whatever on their part to urge anything which 
would inflict hardship on Irish brewers. 

[rish brewers are allowed to produce their beers 
up to an average gravity of 1047 degrees, whereas 
brewers in Great Britain must produce theirs 
at an average not exceeding 1032 degrees. The 
big Burton and London firms, who in normal 
times were famous for their hign gravity ales 
and stouts, which in the markets both at home 
and abroad competed with [Irish beers, have 
been compelled practically to. abandon their 
trade and good-will in such beers owing to 
the very low average gravity under which they 
must now work. The Irish brewers, on the 
other hand, are still able to produce in quan+ 
tity comparatively high gravity beers. There 
would be little complaint if those beers were 
consumed only .in Ireland; but, in fact, large 
quantities are exported in bulk to this country 
and partly re-exported abroad, thus competing 
most unfairly with the Burton and London 
brewers, who are no longer able to produce 
them except in very smal] quantities, with. the 
result that their good-will, which has taken 
many years to build up, is being rapidly 
destroyed. 

All that brewers in Great Britain ask is to be 
ut on terms of equality with their fellow- 
rewers in Ireland.—Yours, etc.,

They will not of themselves add 
weight to the significance of the League of 
Nations. in the East. 
There remain the three great cities. The 
case for Rome is complicated by its nationalist 
tendencies of this era. Rome, in spite of its 
great classical and mediwval renown, is nowa- 
days essentially an Italian city, and has been 
too much involved in the pre-war European 
politics to be entirely welcomed as the seat of 
international power. That the capital of the 
League should be made ex-territorial and inter- 
nationalised is of fundamental importance, and 
in the case of Rome this point raises very many 
difficulties, and it is doubtful, even though the 
establishment be welcomed by the Italian 
people, if it could be satisfactorily accomplished. 
Jerusalem holds the palm from the point 
of view of an effective tradition. In many 
respects it would be an ideal capital, and it is 
now the seat of Zionist aspirations that will

Of the eight towns in the list, Constantinople 
passes the test most satisfactorily. 

1 It is the meeting place of the East and 
the West. 

2. It has a long history. It was the New 

Rome. It has political and: religious asso- 

ciations of the greatest interest. It will 

lend itself to supply the pomp and the 
glamour that peace requires as much as 
war. 

5. It is removed from the atmosphere of the 
‘European capitals, and it is possible to 
make it secure from the intrigue which has 
long been associated with the leading cities 
of Western Europe, and which in the public 
mind is responsible to a great extent for the 

reat war. 

4. The future of Constantinople is already a 
pressing political problem. The proposal to 
make it the capital of the League of Nations 
offers an interesting solution to this diffi- 
enlty. It will be an easier matter to make 
Constantinople ex-territorial and interna- 
tional than it would be in the case of 
other equally great cities. 

5. It can be put in a position of strong strategic 
defence 

6. Its accessibility to the sea is invaluable. 

Finally, there is a certain appositeness in the

SHIPPING OF MILCH COWS. 


A deputation representing the Irish Dairy 
Cattle. Breeders’ Association waited on the 
Vice-President and members of the Department 
of Agriculture on Wednesday last on the sub- 
ject of the restrictions on the sf of milch 
cows. It was pointed out by ths deputation, 
which represented four counties, that the Irish 
cattle trade was endangered by the irregular 
and uncertain supply of cattle, and that the 
English trade had now adopted a system. of 
increasing their own supnlies, and importing 
cattle from Scotland. A large number of heifers 
were allowed to calve, milked dry, and cold for 
beef at much higher prices than could be rea- 
lised for milk, and the restriction was likely to 
have a disastrous effect on preduction, ag the
